Botas fo the madioal knowledge, any 
professional man will bear me ont in saying that 
it bas to be scquired io the vase of doctors and 
barristers especially after they have passed 
thelr examinations, and a qaalified medical man 
who did uot praotisa. his calling after passing 
would rapidly lose all stadent or preliminary’ 
knowledge, and hete no opportunity of ecquir- 
iog-any more.
